In the game between long time rivals, 
AMA lost to Fishburne Military Academy 
for the first time in 12 years. From the 
start, it seemed that Fishburne would run 
away with the game after jumping to a 
12-0 lead, but a 51 yard touchdown pass 
from Tony Randolph to Tony Irving 
along with a pass interception and a 41 
yard run for a touchdown pulled AMA 
within 4 points. The half ended with 
Fishburne leading 18-14. Two plays after 
the second half kickoff, Bruce Justice was 
in the end zone off a 80 yard run to put 
AMA ahead 20-18. That was the last time 
the Blue Streaks saw the end zone but 
Fishburne scored three more times to end 
the game 36-20. 

The Blue Streaks cut their penalties 
down but had 3 costly turnovers, two of 
these turnovers were turned into touch- 
downs. Even though the Blue Streaks 
have an 0-2 record, their is a lot of talent 
and spirit on the team.
